your standard farm crops. 

Give your hogs an acre of your till- 
able landvand prepare it for them, and 
}you will find, if you will keep books, 
that it pays you more net profit than 
any other acre on the farm, of 
course. if you put your hogs in a little 
{6 x 6 pen and feed them nothing but 
corn and have no shelter for them 
} either from su.. cr rain and keep them 
{thin in the summer so they won't 
get hot instead of giving them water 
under a nicé@ shade tree, you may be 
| disappointed, If you abuse the hog. 
| this way he {s not going to bring you 
in any revenue. But if you will give 
your hogs a fighting chance they will 
take it and make good. 

When you start out to raise your 
|meat supply for next vear get a bre 
gilt or a nair of pigs that are of good 
|registered stock. The difference in 
cost is so little hetween them, and

Why Cattle Exports Have Dropped Off. 

Tie Weekly Sun takes as the text of an article that 
portion of Sir Edmund Walker’s address to the share- 
holders of the Bank of Commerce dealing with the prob- 
lem of mixed farming in the West, 

“Large parts of the West,” it says, “are admirably 
adapted to mixed farming and itis desirable, alike as a 
means of maintaining fertility and of escaping the risks in 
cident to the oue crop system that cattle can be more ex- 
tensively raised. Unfortunately the tendency at present 
appears to be in the opposite direction, as we are told by 
the authority quoted that the exports of cattle from Albor 
ta have dropped from 67,000 head in 1909 to 5,000 head 
last year, ; 

There is one simple method by which these adverse 
conditions could be changed, Acceptance of the offer of 
rediprocity which still etands on the statute book of the 
United States, would open the Chicago market to Western 
cattle and needless to say this opening would give au im- 
mense and immediate impetus to cattle raising in the 
Prairie Provinces. Last year one large operator in Cal- 
gary was able to sell trainluads of Alberta cattle in Chi- 
cago even after meeting a 274 per cent tariff on crossing 
the lines,” j 


While no dfficial announcement has beén made as 
to the government’s program, to be taken up at the session 
of the provincial legislature, beginning February 1! in the 
new parliament buildings, assurances have been given that 
the main items will be railroad and rural telephone exten- 
sions, good road construction and grain elevator building. 
The last named is, designed to relieve the situation caused 
by inadequate storage and shipping facilities following the 
harvesting of crops. The executive council has invited 
Lieutenant Governor Bulyea to formally open the session, 
Premier Sitton and members of his cubinet have moved to 
their new quarters in the big structure, which overlooks 
the Saskatchewan river.
